But 
then, after another six months, when I was 
6, the same director called me again, this

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DYNAMITE: Atter a few commercials, you 
went into a film career and landed your 
first starring role in The Boy Who Could Fly. 
How did you get that part? 

FRED: Well, when | was 8, my agent found 
out about the movie audition. Auditioning 
for movies is a lot different than audition- 
ing for commercials! I had to go in front of 
lots of directors and producers and have a 
screen test. Actually, I had a few screen 
tests! But I really enjoy doing movies! 
DYNAMITE: Well, we've certainly enjoyed 
watching you in movies! We also enjoy 
watching you on TV as Kevin Arnold in 
The Wonder Years. Which do you like better, 
acting in movies or on TV? 

_ FRED: For me, there's no real difference. 
It's just that one shows up on a big screen, 
and one shows up on a small screen! As 
an actor, it's not like I perform better on one 
or the other. It's pretty much the same. It 
might be different for other actors.

Its 
success quickly inspired a flood of 
other video games. The first video 
game boom turned to a bust in 1984 as 
several companies stopped making 
games, and other companies flooded 
the market with low-quality games. 

A year later, sales of video games 
plunged to $100 million, down from 
$1.7 billion in 1982. 

In 1986, Nintendo introduced its Nin- 
tendo Entertainment System’, featuring 
what was called the “new generation” 
of home video games. Within a year, 
the company sold more than a million 
sets. By the end of 1987, other compa- 
nies like Sega and Atari had jumped 
into the video game market again. 
More than 4.1 million game systems 
were sold in America in 1987. Of these, 
3 million were Nintendos.

And Jazzy Jeff. 


In case you hadn't heard the word, 
“def” is rapper's talk for cool." And the 
word is rap music is “deffer” than ever. 
Until recently, there was no Grammy — 
the music industry's top award — for rap 
music. But in February 1988, the Grammy 
Awards sponsors recognized rap's enor- 
mous popularity and created a rap music 
category. The winners were DJ Jazzy Jeff 
and The Fresh Prince. 

Biggest hit: ‘Parents Just Don't 
Understand” 

Who's the DJ and Who’s the Rapper? He's 
the DJ, I'm the Rapper, the pair's recent 
million-selling album, answered that 
question and put 24-year-old Jeff Townes, 
the DJ, and 20-year-old Will Smith, the 
rapper, on the musical map. 
Hometowns: Both are from Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania. 

What's a DJ Do? Jazzy Jeff began playing 
records at parties when he was ten, tak- 
ing over the turntables when older dee- 
jays took their breaks. Jeff discovered he 
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could make a wild variety of sounds and 
spent hours in the “laboratory” in his 
basement learning to create double 
beats, scratch two records at once, ‘‘back- 
spin” a record, and “transforming” (tak- 
ing a sound on a record and changing it 
to a completely different sound). 

Jeff's Big Break: Jeff deejayed at a party 
hosted by Lady B, a well-known Philadel- 
phia radio personality. According to Jeff, 
“the next day she talked about it all on 
the radio,’’ making Jeff a local star. 

A Rapper's Roots: “I wrote poetry and little 
stories as a kid,” says Will Smith, The 
Fresh Prince. When he was 13, he heard 
the Sugarhill Gang perform “Rapper's 
Delight.” ‘They weren't doing anything I 
couldn't do,” he says. 

How The Prince Got His Nickname: Jeff was 
dubbed ‘Prince Charming” by his par- 
ents and teachers, who marvelled at his 
ability to talk his way out of any situation. 
After shortening the name to Prince, he 
added Fresh, ‘when it was the word," he 
says.
